Up on this the residen t sen t for a de­ 
tachmen t of n ative regu lars to deal a 
blow at the en emy. 
The troop s met 
the brigan ds in tren ched in a village, 
on e hou se in which they had tu rn ed 
in to a fortress, so to sp eak. 
The comman der of the troop s fou n d 
himself In a Qx. To sen d the regu lars 
across the op en to carry the stron g­ 
hold by storm u n der heavy fire from 
the brigan ds mean t heavy loss an d cer­ 
tain death to man y of his men to little 
p u rp ose. 
The on ly altern ative was to 
blow u p the hou se alon g with Its garri­ 
son . 
Bu t this resou rce failed him from 
n o exp losive bein g at han d. The resu lt 
was that the brigan ds escap ed. 
A Haip hon g p ap er rightly won ders 
why the troop s in the field are n ot su p ­ 
p lied with melin ite bombs.

of food the dig estiv e function is sup ­ 
p ressed. 
Further, 
certain 
bacteria 
must be introduced into the dig estiv e 
tract, whose co-op eration is absolutely 
necessary to p rop er assimilation of the 
food. 
Chemically p ure artificial foods 
would be free from all bacteria. 
The human sy stem is accustomed to 
be nourished by v arious kinds of ail­ 
ments, no one of which is alone suffi­ 
cient to p romote life. 
In order to imi­ 
tate these constituents the chemical 
foods would hav e to be p rep ared in an 
ex traordinary deg ree of v ariety and 
comp lex ity . 
Eating is not merely a 
matter of introducing into the sy stem 
a certain weig ht of materials, which 
will dev elop a certain number of heat 
units. 
The recep tion and dig estion of 
food must be accomp anied by a cer­ 
tain deg ree of p leasure in order to p er­ 
mit it to be p rop erly assimilated. E x ­ 
p eriments made with a dog show that 
the secretion of those stomachic juices 
which are necessary to the commence­ 
ment of the dig estiv e p rocesses ceases 
immediately and remains absent dur­ 
ing sev eral hours as soon as a feeling 
of disp leasure is ex cited in the animal. 
—Scientific American.

Britain is now the largest consumer of 
petrol in Europe. The consumption df 
petrol in the British isles has risen 
from 30,000 tons in 1904 to 100,000 tons 
in 1907, and it is expected that the con­ 
sumption for the present year will ex­ 
ceed 120,000 tons. France, on the other 
hand, has not increased its consumption 
of petrol to any extent during the same 
period. 
The Middle Ages is a period of about 
a thousand years between the close of 
what is technically considered ancient 
history and the first definite movements 
in Europe of the distinctively modern 
spirit of freedom and enterprise. Its be­ 
ginning is synchronous with that of the 
Dark Ages and it is variously reckoned 
as extending to the fail of Constantino­ 
ple (1453), the invention of printing, 
the Renaissance, or the discovery of 
America In the fifteenth century, or to 
the Reformation, in the early part of 
the sixteenth.

the new y ear than the story of the as­ 
cension of our Lord, for the only way 
to live here the life that lie desires us 
to live is in the power of Him who 
hath ascended ou high, who hath led 
captivity captive and received gifts 
for m en—y ea, for the rebellious also— 
that the Lord God might dwell am ong 
them (Ps. Ixviii, IS; Eph. iv, 7, S). 
Many people desire as they begin a 
new y ear to m ak e a better record than 
in the past, and it is alway s possible in 
the power of the Holy Spirit, who rep­ 
resents on earth Him who is at God’s 
right hand for us. This book in which 
we are to spend the whole of this y ear 
might, as some one has suggested, be 
called the acts of the Holy Spirit 
through the apostles, and the same 
Holy Spirit desires to live in us and 
possess U3 fully for the glory of God,

as it is written, “The Spirit whom lie 
eaused to dwell in us jealously desiretli 
us" (Jas. iv, r>.

T John i, 3.

The word to us is the same, “Who 
gave Him self for us. that He might re­ 
deem us from all iniquity and purify 
unto H im self a peculiar people zealous 
of good work s,” or, more literally , “a 
people for His own possession,” “pur­ 
chased to be specially His ow n” (Tit.
